Omaha, Neb.—In an effort to obtain 


evidence to support his bellef that 
Nebraska was inhabited 4,000 years 
ago by cannibalistic cave men, Dr. 
Robert F. Gilder, doctor of science, 
known throughout the West for his 
desert landscape canvases, has be 
| gun excavating a short distance south 
of Omaha. Permission was granted 
him after a dozen years of effort to 
induce owners of the land to permit 
the excavaticns. 
Finds Bones of Men. 

The site of the excavations Is 
marked by several eroded mounds 
which the scientist believes were com- 
munity houses of the Omaha or Paw- 
nee Indians. It is his theory. that 
these mounds were bullt upon the 
foundations of the houses of the ear- 
lier tribe, possibly ancestors of the 

| Mid-West Indians, In support of this 
Belief, he has discovered that the up- 
per structure—declared by him to 
have been bullt with mud and stone 
sides covered with thatch—had an 
entrance on the south, whereas the 
lower excavations clearly show en- 

| trances from the east. 

Using the Darwinian accumulation
